Method is to Seed Only on Summer- 
Fallow 


Valuable hints on the handling of 
soil to prevent soil drifting were giv- 
ent at a mecting of grain growers at 
Regina, the speaker being the man- 
ager of the Noble farms in Alberta. 
In spite of the fact that these farms 
are in the centre of a district more 
seriously affected this year by high 
winds than almost any other portion 
of western Canada, the methods of 
farming practised were so successful 
that practically no loss of crop result- 
ed from this cause, 

The method is to summerfallow 
half the land each year and seed only 
on summerfallow. The principle crop 
is wheat, but fall rye occupies a very 
important place in the system, There
